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RESPONSE TO NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANT APPEAL BRIEF 



Applicant received a Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief dated November 6.

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Claimed Subject Matter, which is presented on pages 5-8 of the resubmitted Brief, provide 
reference to the specification by line and page number for the features recited by independent 
claims 13 and 20. 

6. The Examiner alleges that the Brief does not present an argument under a separate 
heading under each ground of rejection on appeal. Appellant notes that the Brief has been 
revised to provide a heading for the single grounds of rejection presented in the Appeal Brief. 

In view of the foregoing, including the Resubmitted Appeal Brief, it is submitted that the 
Brief is in full compliance with the rules. Accordingly, consideration of the arguments presented 
therein is respectfully requested.
